The next depend ing Article is the March 
of the E. of Galway for adrii. Ihe Senrierds 
with an unaccountabl- Contempt of the 
Porrugueſe, left their Frontiers on that fide 
ſo naked, that it was almoſt enough to give 
us ſome Suſpicion of an Intelligence held 
there, and that they had ſome more than 
ordinary Aſſurance, that the Portugueſe 
would not hurt them.

of old, the Duke of Marlborough and Monſ. 
Tallard did not fight like Hector and Acbllles 
at the Siege of rey: My Lord Galway is 
as much a Match for the Duke of Berwick 
without his Hand or with it, re do, or to 
cauſe to be done is the lame part of Speech, 
in the Language of the War, and my Lord 
Galway will not miſs his Hand in. his March 
to Madrid.

Qations of InſurreQions and Revolts, and 
all the reſt would have been recovered of 
Cuurſe; what it the Siege of Turin had been 
put of for one Seaſon, and 20000 Men 
ſpar'd for! one Campaign, this had been like 
Scipio's invadirg Ca/tkage, while Hannibal! 
was in Italy. We muft certair.ly have recald 
my Lord Feterborough, or at le: all our 
Supplies muft ha” been diverted to Portugal, 
or the Portugueſe muſt have made his Peace 
without us, and gone off to the Enemy. 
But Providence has not fie to let
